Greece, If Her Appeal

(Associated Press.) 
The Italian bombardment of Corfu 
has caused a profound (impression 
at the allied capitals and at Gene* 
»va, where the League of Nation is 
in session. 
Italian forces continue to hold the 
island of Corfu, which lies off the 
Greek coast. The bombardment, in 
■which 15 persons were killed 
and 
many wounded, is now officially con­ 
firmed. 
Italy announced that the- occupa­ 
tion of Corfu probably will be the 
limit of Italian action to enforce sanc­ 
tions. 
Greece announces that If her appeal 
to the League of Nations fails pf re­ 
lief, she will defend herself against' 
the Italian invasion. 
The Greek minister of foreign af­ 
fairs declares )that Italy's occupa­ 
tion of Cor/j can only be regarded as 
ap “hostale act.* 
Italy has notified Greece that Corfu 
will be evacuated if (he Athens gov­ 
ernment meets Premier Mussolini’s 
demands for satisfaction for the as­ 
sassination of the boundary commis­ 
sion. 
The council of the League of Na­ 
tions meets today to hear represen­ 
tatives of theJiWo countries after re­ 
ceiving formal appeal from Greece 
for intervention. 
Greece’s protest to the powers over 
Italy’s alleged violation of interna­ 
tional law in the bombardment of un­ 
protected force, the killing of refugees 
and the seizure of an island recognized 
by treaty as neutral territory. 
Italian reservists in England have 
been notified to be in readiness for 
service. 
Great Britain indicates she may in­ 
tervene actively In the situation if 
Italy refuses to accept arbitration by 
the League of Nations and part of the 
Mediterranean fleet is held within 
easy access of Corfu.
